Tobzing about this frakageme, he went wikh allipeey- 
info the realme of Gaule, Where becing, hee heard that in a. 
Fozreſt appertayning fo that kingdome, dwelt acertiine- 
man, which termed himlelfs a knight , but commonly hee 
was calledthe cunning Thefe : and fo ſubfilll'was'bee ir. 
robbintx;as nothing couldeſcape his fingering}, and all his 
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aftempts were ſo arfificially compalled, as ſuch as had lo 
any thing,oz wers othervſſe robbed,p:eſently the blame of 
their lofſe was impnted fo him : be likewiſe ſing each ong 
eſteme þim ſuch a famous thete, and ſoadmire bis Lleights 
and pollicies,tooke great pleaſure therein, and oftentimes 
wouldfit ſolemnly ſmiling thereat. .. 

Tothis man the kingmy father foozthwith franailed, 
and p2omilſed him very largs ſummes of monep,if he could 
rob the king of this enchaunted Launce , which be ſo ſafelis 
kept in his Cavinef, as it was thorght impoſſible to get it 
thence . The cauſe wbyhbee bcld it with ſuch vigilant care, 
was fo; the love of a fayzis named Oziris , whothereof had 
made a p2eſent to him : hoping withall bereafter fo leaue 
it toaſonneof his, which as yet was but a very yong tn- 
fant.

reatly fratayled and moleſted him with warre.J willſtay 

02 ye neere the place where the Tozney isfobee kept , and 
you ſhall go fo the king , felling him that J am the Knight 
Lorgolio ,Coſeu to the Giant Perceuall, whom hee flew by 
treaſon: wherefoze Jam come fo deffe him incombateman 
foman,foreuenge the death of the Giant my Coſen-: with 
which reuenge I ſhonldthinke my ſelfe ſatiſfics, might J 
Wnt bzeakea coupleofLaunces with himſslfe , no other i 
bis defence to offer me iniurie : belids, hee ———_ 
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then himſelfe with his enchaunged'Launce, whereby my 
Coen receiued bis death, and foz better aſſurance beereof, 
be ſhall deliuer that Launce info your hand fo keepe while 
we zouf, which Jam afſuredhe willnot refuſe todo {thus 
may you depart,andbeare away theLaunce witbyee : but 
if this deniſe ſhould faile vs , ature your ſelfe thatquickly 
we will finde another : fo J will receiusno money of pee, 
befo2e y& baue this Launce ſs much deſired, in yonr poſ-

Py father liked well of this councell,and (to make ſhot) 


it came to paſſe even as the theefe had befoze deuiſed ; fo2 
the king of Gaule hearing the defiance,and weening that all 
my father folve was frue, madeno doubfe of giuing tbe 
Lannce intohis hand,andmy father being polleſedthereof 
while ths king of Gaule went to put on better Armourt 
both he andthe cunning theefe departed, ſo that noneconld 
fell what was become of them.Thbe kingandall his Court 
at the firſt tivtigs hereof ) was greatly abathed, but'vns 
derſtanding ſoone after thecanſeof this theft,and who was

at Foulted again him yca,euen the bzaue knight Flori- = 
ment, were fopled anddilmonnted fo the ground: where 
tthe Pptnceſſe Pollydai( who bare no loue at all to the 
{ig my father ) beeing greatly diſpleaſev, wouldbaue res 
ed the ariage befoz8 agreed bppon by the king Dori- 
07 ſaying that ifoz her parte, ſhee had giuen no. conſent, 
yn and 
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and without the Brides , bardly can any mariage 
be acco2ded, eſpecially with ſuch a one fo whome bee could 
not vſe any affection, 

\'Peereat the king my father being bighly offended, infu- 
rie flunge foo:th of the @paniſh kings court , giuing him 
many bard tauntes andinlurious ſpeeches , fo2 the diſloy- 
alfie thatbe fayd remainedin him. Pn theother ſide, the 
king was full of rage and anger againſt fbe- infant his 
daughter, whom be ceaſed not dayly to perſwade , that thee 
ſhould like well of marrying with king Die of Luſi. 
rauia,leaft his credif and repufation ſhould be condemned, 
in.bſing trecherie and perfidie to ſo great a P2ince . S0 
what thozow loue tes ftcdad, as allo fo2ce and 
frowning countenances, it: the end{he yeelded to bis wyll, 
35uf this was after the Lady bad hadeonference with a no- 
ble and excellent: Fay2ie , named Ozyris;; who-had beene 

greafly helping in ber birth, endowing her. with manifolte 
CE ISng ſpirit, fo which'e kgs not a little 
commended: and after the deceaſe of her mother , Siſter to 
king Barachen of Scotland, ſhe had ſometime nouriſhed her 
in her rich inuinfible palace, which was in the realme of 
great B2ittaine , and ever afferward ſhee perſwaded her, 
that ſþe ſhould not marie with any lining man,wbich was 
the cauſe thee helve ſo aloofe from this. afazeſaid marr- 
age. 
Afterſhe had wellſchooledher concerning this matter, 
the noble and vertnous Fay2ic ſayd,that inreſpec child2en 
by the dininelawe ) ought obedience to theys parents, and 
if was her fathers will ſhe ſhanld match with tbe kingDi- 
gonde, who aireadie hat doone ſo mych;fo:ber looue, and 
was euen readie fo deſpaire if he fayled thereof : ſhee-coun!

The Pzincely maide gining credit fo hir pzopheticall

| mination once knowne, ſone was hee ſent foz by the King 
Dorino , when with: great pleaſare and confent foenery 
one,he eſponſedPollyda,with her he lined moze then twen- 
fie yeares, yet conld he havens iſſue by her, which ſogree- 
ved him, confeundinghis thoughts with ſadnesand melan- 
cholly,as the mofTipart of the time he eat his bzead in mone 
and teares :fo2 Jimagine if a meruaplous hark bzeake to 
a man that deſires toliue after his death , and perpefuate 
his memo2ie by his childzen 2: toſ& his mariage conſumed 
* without any generation, that might make mention of him 
whenhe is dead.And ſuch(heerefoze)was his intireconceitf 
ofgreefe, as offentimes he meant to repudiate his Nuecens 
Pollyda: but ſuchagaine was the woondzous lone he bare 
ber”, fearing fo offend God , and diſpleaſekingDorino her 
father :as hee was ſill viſwaded when ſuch thoughts en- 
red his fantaſie. All this likewiſe the Qneene very well 
noted,and nofkwithffanding her fozmer deſpiſings, yet after 
her marriage the lovedhim erceedingly,pittying bis grafe, 
but thaddowing herowne ſo mach as poſſibly ſhe could, ſes- 
king by all meanes fo remedie both,as in the end ſhe d(d,by 
the aduiſeandcounſell of the wiſe Ozyris, who enery daye

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and in all places aſſiſted heyy perſwading her fodoe as fol- 
loweth. Dneofher wayting Damoſels, whome my father 
vſed good countenance towards, becauſe ſhe was of perfect 
beautie,beingnamed Olympia,daughter tothe Duchelleof 
Terciede , achafte and pzudent dame : with her the Fayzie 
aduiſed the Queene , that my father ſhould "have dalliance. 
She following this councell , one night when theking my 
father ſent woozd tohaue her company in bed: ſo cunning- 
lie handled the matter, thatthis damoſell lay there inſteed 
of ber,fo2 the maide was likewiſe ſecretly amonrons of the 
king,which was the cauſe,that(being where the wouldbe) 
ſhe difliked nof this ſweet and pleaſant deceit , brif withont 
any ſhew of diſpleaſure, (bee gladly endured thekingspa- 
ſlime with ber, (ing the Queene was ſd well content fo af- 
foo2dher herplace and pziniledge. ZToſuch effec grew my 
fathers labonrs, who little thought be was thus beguiled; 
as the Paide was conceiued with childe : when afterward 
the Nucenecomming toſleepe with the King, ſaydfhat ſhe 
felt her ſelfeconceined, anſwerable to his ſolong deſire, fo; 
which good fo2ztune bee ſhouldapplaude theheauens , from 
whence pzoccded ſo great good ftoher. Yeereof was the king 
my father glad, thinking the Quene had folde the frueth 
inved,as within ſhozt while affer , he minded to goe on pil- 
grimace,to p2ay at theholy Sepulcher of Jeſus Chzif,and 
returning thence', to viſit Saint Iames in Galicia , at each 
place fo thanke God foz this foztunate euent. 

WBeeing thus reſolued, one day bee ſecretly departed in 
diſguiſedcarments (feigning ſome other excuſe ) toaccom- 
plilh his intended voyage , in which time ( beeing the ſpaco 
almoft of a whole yeare) if chaunced that the fay:e Olym- 
pia was deliueredof me, tothe great content and pleaſucs

Now the king my father being igno2zant of all 
theſe things, was ſoglad when hereturnedfrom his vorage 
tof& me growne-foa pzittiepozteoz fatnre , and that the 
Quene was not ſicklie oz felt ſuch paynes as otherdo after 
their delinerie : as all his care now was foz my education 
and infkruction,not onely in curious weaning and ſowing, 
but alſo of good letfers,efpectallie poeſte and utuſique,per- 
| ccining my voyce apt and p2opecr fog ſinging. © | 
Peerein likewiſe did the Nuecenes care agr& with his, 
| andſo dearelydidſhee lcooueme,; as if Jhad beene indeed a 
 bzaunche of her owne bovie : foz never wente thee toany 
place , butffill J muſk accompany her, thzongh which con- 
finuall aſſociation , it happened one day among the reſt, 
that ſhe wouldneedes ride on hunting, apaſkime wherein 
ſhe tooke erceeding pleaſure .'J being withher, the hounds 
egerlypurſning the graue, and ſhechafing thaf things fad- 
ged notacco2ding to her minde, roave ſo falk that wee had

After the had imparfed fo me all theſe things, ſhe thzew 
foozth ſuch a perfame of Poppie bppon me,as(from the end 
of her diſcourſe ) J ſlept ſo ſoundly by the Fountaines ſide, 
that J neyther lawe oz heard when hee departed : and as 
ſome while Fcontinued in this leepe, Nueene Pollyda not 
a little diſpleaſed foz my lolle , having with ber traine 
ſouccht thozow the fozreff,came at laſt and foundme where 
Jflept , whengently awaking me , wee thence departed a- 
gains info the Citftie, 

Within a while after, if chanced , thaf by the adniſe of 
the king my father,and his Queene Pollyda,J was ſent fo 
king Dorino my imagined Grand-father , who deſired fo 
baue me nerehim, becauſe be verely thought me fo be his 
daughters childe,by reaſan whereof he wunderouſlie loued 
me.

Dyr paſſions were 
ſill wozne out withhoneft ſollace and pleaſure , erpecting 
that the long delayof fime ſhould miniſter moze intirede- 
licht of our loues , acco2ding fo the honeſt deſire abiding in 
eptber of vs ; buf both our hope and deſire were ſuddenly 
ſquandered,by a new and ſtrange accident that immediatly 
followed. | | | 
Knowe then gentle Sir, that the daye when the P2ince 
Dorian, eldeſt ſonne to the king of Spaine , bzdughk tohis 
fathers court the fayz2 pzincelle Amarylla , daughter fo the 
Kingof Gaule , whome hee had newly eſponſed , there was 
* ſpeech of nothing elſe but toe and ſollace ; in middeſt of 
which pleaſure,this wicked monſter which you Haue Qaine, 
enfered the great hall df the Pallace with amoſthozrible 
noyle and crie, which made the Ladyes inſuch affright, as 
each'one fled foz, ſafetie of themſelues, yea , though there 
werep:eſent many bzaue and hardie knights , yet beeing 
vnarmed,and thereby not fit fo vie reſiſtance, ſome ranng 
with ſp&d fo get on they? armour,andothers fo ſane them- 
ſeluesfromdeath. 1By this meanes the Polyppe had leiſure
